WASHINGTON. — OT — President 


Roosevelt banned compromise on his 
court reorganization bill Friday night 
after receiving from Senator Robinson, 
the majority leader, a report that the 
vote will be close with a "fair chance" 
of passage. 


He told house leaders that the gov- 


ernment cannot get by with less than 
$1,500,000,000 for relief for the next fis- 
cal year. There have been demands in 
congress that this fund be slashed to 
51.000,000,000. 


"*** Aidjgs. of the president said he soon 


would sehd to congress a message on 
establishment of additional "regional 
TVA's" and indicated that labor legis- 
lation might go forward later. 


As for the conflict over proposals to 


make blanket reductions in non-relief 
appropriations, the president said that 
congress must work this problem out 
itself. 


Refreshed and tanned after a fish- 


ing trip to the Gulf of Mexico, the 
president devoted the day to receiving 
information on what had been hap- 
pcning in Washington. Vice President 
Gnrncr, Senator Robinson, Speaker 
Bankhcad and Representative Ray- 
burn, the Democratic floor leader, en- 
gaged in successive conferences with 
him. Robinson and the president talk- 
ed almost exclusively of the court sit- 
uation. 


Senate Vote Close 


Afterwa»-'.,R«binson, the BeniSn ma--* 


jority leader, said: 


"We have gone into the matter in 


some detail. I sec no prospect now of 
an adjustment and I expect that the 
battle will go on." 


"By adjustment do you mean com- 


promise?" a reported asked. 


"Yes," the senator replied, "that 


means exactly what I said." 


He resumed his statement: 
"The veto in the senate will be close, 


with a fair prospect of passage of: the 
bill. As to the time when the vote 
will be reached, I am unable to make 
a forecast at this juncture, but no rea- 
son suggests itself for an unduly pro- 
longed delay." 


The Issue 


The court reorganization bill calls 


for appointment of six additional 'Su- 
preme Court justices unless incum- 
bents past 70 years of ago retire volun- 
tarily. It has encountered a storm of 
opposition. Compromise has been sug- 
gested frequently, usually on the basis 
of a two-judge increase. 


Most legislators predict the senate 


judiciary committee will vote Tues- 
day, by ut least 10 to 8, to recom- 
mend to the senate that the bill be 
defeated. Some administration advis- 
ors have hoped that the president 
would accept a compromise and there- 
by avoid such a reversal. 


Robinson said he also took up the 


general legislative situation with Mr. 
Roosevelt and reported that "the sen- 
ate has kept well up with its work 
and the calendar is smaller than I have" 
ever known it to be at this advanced 
stage of a session of the congress." 


He added that all the general appro- 


priation bills except those for the mil- 
itary establishment and the Interior 
Department had been disposed of and

The plant will reopen Monday and 


negotiations over wage adjustments 
and production speed will be opened 
the same day, Shortly before the strik- 
ers decided to resume work the com- 
pany had announced that the Chev- 
rolet motor factory ot Flint, dependent 
upon the foundry for supplies, would 
close Monday.

"A monopoly of jobs in this country 


is just as bad as a monopoly of bread. 


"Our men ought to consider wheth- 


er it is necessary to pay .some outsider 
every month for the privilege of work- 
ing at Ford's. 


"What was the result of these 


strikes? Merely that numbers of men 
put their necks into an iron collar. 
We're only trying to show who owns 
the collar.

"We have always made a better bar- 


gain for our men than any outsider 
could.

Views 
of two fields on which strip 'cropping 
has been employed for erosion con- 
trol under the supervision of Soil Con- 
servation Service personnel. - : 
Strip crops are bands of non-erosive 


crops such as oats or sorghum planted 
in bands around the slope on the level 
alternating with'bands of erosive crop 
areas in between the stripped area. 
This erosion resistant band of dense 
vegetation slows down tlie flow of 
water as it comes down; tlie 'slope, 
causes, it to drop-its load of soil and 
increases .the amount of water .ab- 
sorbed up by the soil. 
.: Hand-in hand with strip cropping 
goes contour cultivation or running 
the, rows on the .level. In the back- 
ground ;df the picture .can be seen a 
neighboring farm with the rows run- < 
ning up" arid down the slope. This af- 
fords no protection and serves to ao- 
celerate the process of erosion by in- 
creasing the speed of water. Experi- 
ment station results show that soil 
osses are reduced one half when the 
rows are run on the controur.' A com- 
jination of strip cropping and con- 
.bur cultivation reduces sail losses to 
one fourth the original amount. 


Strip cropping is only one of the 


many phases of the co-ordinated ero- 
sion control program that may be ob- 
served on the farros co-operating with 
the Hope Soil Conservation Service.

Griffiths was shot down when he 
went to the rescue of a woman who 
was being held up by Brockelhurst. 


The ex-convict, who had served a 


short term in Joliet penitentiary, D1- 
nois, for an armed robbery in Chicago 
in 1935, and his companion were charg- 
ed with illegal possession of a loaded 
revolver. Hearing has been adjourned 
until Monday. Brockelhurst was on 
parole from Joliet to Abraham Felton, 
father of the girl. 


Bloody Tour Described 


Brockelhurst's confession, as re» 


counted by officers here, follows: 


He and the girl persuaded Theander 


to take them for a ride in his car at 
Rockford on March 31. Brockelhurst 
shot and killed the tailor, threw his 
body out beside the road just outside 
the town and drove away in his car. 
They drove to Salt Lake City, then to 
Dallas and Fort Worth, Texas, 


In Fort Worth, Brockelhurst held up 


a grocery store and got ?16, but want- 
ed more. He saw a woman standing 
on the street in the eastern part of the 
city holding a roll of money, Brockel- 
hurst stuck his gun on her, but the 
woman refused to surrender the mon- 
ey and began to scream. 


Griffith, who did not know the wom- 


an, chanced to be driving past, stop- 
ped his car and demanded that Brock- 
elhurst stop molesting the woman, 
Brockelhurst said that he pointed the 
gun at Griffith and ordered him not 
to come near. He said that Griffith 
continued to advance and he shot the 
tavern keeper twice, killing him. 


The confession continued that Brock- 


elhurst then got into Theander's car 
and started for Dallas, where he had 
left the Felton girl. He said that a 
police car pursued him and Ihat he 
abandoned the stolen car and hid until 
he could rejoin the girl. 


Tells of Killing Gates 


Then the couple went to Little Rock. 


They started from there to hitch-hike. 
to Memphis. On the outskirts of North 
Little Rock, they were given a ride by 
Gates, although Brockelhurst did not 
know his victim's name and said that 
lie did not know he had killed the man,

cost of the ilrugs tliat are required. It 
was recommended then'.that charitable 
organizations and public health agen- 
cies make these drugs available, with- 
out cost, to those who cannot afford 
them. Many state laboratories now 
make Wassermann tests without cost 
to those svho cannot pay for them. 


City, Rural Plan 


In the great campaign which is now 


being developed throughout the Unit- 
ed States, public health agencies and 
medical societies will co-ojicrate for 
the handling of every one who re- 
quires medical care for syphilis. 


No doubt, in the large centers, pub- 


lic clinics will be set up in which those 
who require treatment, but cannot af- 
ford the costs, will be able to secure 
satisfactory service. At the same time, 
these clinics may be used to educate 
the young physicians of the future in 
the proper methods of diagnosis and 
treatment of this disease. 


In smaller communities and in rural 


areas, treatment will be given, both to 
those who are indigent and to those 
who are able to pay, in the office of 
the family doctor, and arrangements 
will be made on a wide scale to dis- 
seminate to these men the latest infor- 
mation that is available in regard to 
the diagnosis and treatment of syphilis. 


A campaign of this type, .carried 


out on the scale that is being planned, 
eventually will yield definite results, 


Gains Elsewhere 


In contrast to the records of the 


Jnitcd States, the Scandinavian coun- 
ries have made great headway against 
•••yphilis. 


Formerly GOOO new cases of syphilis 


were reported each year in Sweden; 
oday only 431 new cases are reported 


each year. 


In Great Britain, in response to a 


national campaign, with provision of 
free drugs for those who are unable 
to afford them, the record of preval- 
ence of syphilis decreased 50 per cent 
from 1920 to 1934. 


The experiences of these nations 


show that syphilis can bo controlled 
when the people recognize the nature 
of the disease and attack it openly. 


The time will come when boys and 


girls of high school age will be suit- 
ably informed concerning the nature 
of this disease, the method of trans- 
mission, and the steps that are neces- 
sary for its control. 


With such sidsemination of the nec- 


essary knowledge, we may look for- 
ward to a time not so many years 
hence when syphilis will not be a 
problem as serious as it is today.

Safety In Childborth Is Greatest 


Boon Offspring Could Bestow 


Too large n percentage of the white 


flowers which appear in buttonholes 
on Mother's Day arc worn in mem- 
ory of a woman who died in childbirth 
—died needlessly, men of science say. 
At this time when we would honor 
motherhood, we can do no finer thing 
than to renew our vows to check ma- 
ternity mortality. When we realize 
that 16,000 mothers die in childborlh 
every year in our land, and two out 
of every three could be .saved, we 
realize the immensity of the challenge 
that is given to us. 


An enviable list of lifesavlng dis- 


coveries for mothers in childborth has 
been presented by medical science in 
recent years. Doctors have learned 
how to detect any of the serious com- 
plications of pregnancy as soon as they 
develop. They, knoy/ hpw to relieve 
pain, how to make maternity safe and 
comfortable for expectant 
mothers, 


how to prepare for healthy babies. 


Yet, every year the maternity death 


rate of the United States is second 
highest on the world list for civilized 
countries. Science has advanced, but 
we have not kept pace.

With utter frankness, the Maternity 


Center Association announces that this

Japan Often Fatal 


"Cure" for Faithless Lov- 


ers Results in Death 


of Girl 


TOKYO.-M'i—One death and sev- 


ernl Imsptal cases have resulted from 
n revival by despondent lovers in iso- 
lated districts of North Japan, of the 
ancionl "smoke cure" to release an 
unfaithful mistress from spells, "put 
upon her by a fox." 


The medieval cure for erring mis- 


tresses consists of holding the victim 
in the pmoke from n fire of green 
cedar leaven Until the demon if? ex- 
orcized. 


The dead victim was the 23-year-old 


daughter of n 'farmer, who, according 
to her lover, had been acting tiueerly 
for a month, during Which she refused, 
his courtship. Convinced that she 
had been bewitched by the fox (who 
in country districts.in still belivcd to 
be endowed with supernatural jx>w- 
ers), the suitor and several sympa- 
thetic relatives held the squirming 
maiden over the fire. 


The first "cure" did not drive out 


the demon. During a fourth treat- 
ment the girl died of suffocation. 


Several similar cases of suffocation 


have been treated recently in hospitals. 


seeming paradox can be attributed to 
the fnct that the good care which is 
every woman's right is limited to the 
very few. Such care is not expensive, 
the assertion continues. In New York, 
it says, this care can be provided for 
as little as $65, and the cost range is 
lower in smaller communities. 


What, then, has been our difficulty? 


How have wo made Mother's Day a 
time of sorrow for many who should 
hold it as a day of joy? Briefly, we 
have been slack in giving the women 
of the nation a chance to avail them- 
selves of the new knowledge. 
We 


have been more interested in the ad- 
dition of a battleship to the navy than 
in saving mothers. 


Files of maternity clinics bear mute 


testimony of the fact that women 
everywhere are reaching out for help 
as they prepare for motherhood. Fre- 
quently they write that they are in 
benighted areas where no clinic is sit- 
uated within a radius that they ca^i 
travel. They are afraid. They don't 
know what to do or whom to ask. 


That situation occurs in America 


where we bemoan, sometimes, that all 
our pioneer trails have joined civilized 
highways and we have no wilder- 
ness to conquer today. 


Here is a field worthy of our best 


efforts. Since a survey reveals that 
much lower rates of maternity mor- 
tality have occurred wherever good 
care has been provided for expectant 
mothers through the entire pregnancy 
period, a campaign to make such a pro- 
gram nation-wide is a worthy honor 
to render mothers. 


New Legislation Looks to Prc- 


Natal Care 


A great public health expert, Dr. 


Hermann Biggs of New York, once 
stated that within certain limitations 
any community can determine its own 
death rate. We, as a nation, can de- 
cide our own maternity mortality if 
we, will study our health resources, 
co-ordinate them, and provide funds 
for their successful operation. 


As part of the Social Security Act, 


congress I has appropriated $3,800,000 
for nation-wide maternity education 
and care. The states must equal the 
Federal outlay in dollars. Thus, we 
only can beseech them to take ad- 
vantage of the generous assistance of 
the Federal power. 


Some states there are which are 


keenly aware of woman's plight. There 
is a bill before the New York State 
legislature today which would pro- 
vide an appropriation of $75 toward 
the expenses incurred for hospital, 
medical and nursing services for every 
mother and child. This payment is 
not offered as a birthrate incentive or 
bonus—merely to better the care of 
maternity patients. 


Such legislation, kindlv though it 


is, is not enough. Good care must 
begin early in pregnancy when dan- 
gers can be sighted and development of 
toxemias discovered and cured. The 
National Federation of Women's Clubs 
tins done much, this last year,, by spon- 
soring projects to provide suitable ma- 
ternity cure. Such a service presents 
the mast 
priceless 
tribute to the 


mothers of the land. It gives then;, 
life—richer, happier, and more abun- 
lant. It will keep future Mother's 
Days from needlessly being Memorial 
Days.
